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that SCOTT's outrageous misconduct towards the minor child had actually 
( taken place on a number of occasions commencing sometime in or about 

June 1984 and ending in February 1985, upon SCOTT's discovery. In 
each and every instance of his outrageous misconduct, SCOTT intention- 
ally and knowingly made physical contact with the minor child, fully 
recognizing the offensive nature of his acts. 

IV. 

The Defendants RSA and BSA-Sam Houston Area Counci 1 are charged 
by law with the duty of ensuring that the persons they place in 
positions such as scoutmaster possess the requisite qualifications 
and moral standards necessary to be entrusted with the care and 
custody of minor children, and that they are wholly deserving of the 
trust and confidence placed in them, by virtue of their positions, by 
scouts, their parents, and the public at large. The conduct of said 
Defendants, in this instance, fell far below the standard of care 
imposed upon them, and was in reckless disregard of the rights of the 
Plaintiff minor child. Indeed, said Defendants were specifically 
i aware of SCOTT's sexually deviant nature, having received complaints 

from several parents over a period of years as to instances where he 
sexually abused or attempted to so abuse members of his scout troop. 
Said Defendants were grossly negligent in their failure to protect the 
Plaintiff minor child (and other similarly situated minor children) 
from the sexual assaults of SCOTT, and by their acquiescence in his 
prior, similar misconduct, said Defendants in effect aided or encour- 
aged SCOTT * s assaults against the Plaintiff minor child, thereby, in 
either case, making them jointly and severally liable for SCOTT* s 
tortious acts complained of herein. 

V. 

As further evidence of the failure of the BSA and the BSA-Sam 
Houston Area Council to fulfill their duty of care to the Plaintiff 
minor child and other similarly situated minor children, Plaintiffs

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C. The Defendant BOY SCOUTS OF AMERICA-SAM HOUSTON AREA COUNCIL 
is an unincorporated association and subsidiary of the parent' Defend- 
ant, BOY SCOUTS OP AMERICA, which has its principal place of business 
in Harris County, Texas, and which may be served with process at 1911 
Baghy, Houston, Texas, by serving same upon any officer of the 
Defendant . 

D. The Defendant JAMBS LAHRY SCOTT is an individual who is 
presently incarcerated in the Wynn uni t of the Texas Department 
of Corrections, Huntsville, Texas, where service of process may be 
made upon him, 

II, 

. Plaintiffs would show that in or about September 1982 the 
Plaintiff minor child joined Boy Scout Troop No. 873 headquartered in 
the Clear Lake area of Houston, which was within the jurisdiction of 
the Defendant BSA-Sam Houston Area Council, and which was organized 
and led by Defendant SCOTT who had been the Scoutmaster of the Troop 
since its founding in or about 1971. From the inception, SCOTT used 
his position as Scoutmaster to befriend the minor child and his family, 
and to create situations where he could be alone with the minor child 
for extended periods of time • Given the position of trust and 
confidence that SCOTT held within the BSA and BSA-Sam Houston Area 
Council, the Plaintiff parents were led to believe, and did believe, 
that thei r son was being properly cared for wh i le wi th SCOTT, and 
that SCOTT had only the child's best interests and welfare at heart. 

III. 

In or about the latter part of February 19R5 the Plaintiff 
parents learned, for the first time, that SCOTT's motives in befriending 
them and their son were anything but well-intentioned. Specifically, 
the minor child revealed at that time, and in due course, that he 
had, in fact, been sexually molested by SCOTT, and that such molestation 
had occurred most recently on February 9, 1985, by SCOTT forcing the 
minor child to engage in acts of oral sex with him. Plaintiffs allege

and JAMES LARRY SCOTT, Defendants , and for cause of action against 
them would respectfully show unto the Court the following: 



I. 

A. Plaintiffs are residents of Harris 
County, Texas, and the parents of a minor child upon whose behalf this 
suit is brought. The names of the adult plaintiffs have been abbre- 
viated by use of initials ^d the child's name omitted from this 
pleading In order to protect the privacy and confidentiality of the 
minor chi Id who was vlct imi zed by the outrageous acts compla ined of 
herein. Defendants will be advised of Plaintiffs 1 identities, if not 
already known, by separate pleading filed under seal with the Court. 

B. The Defendant ROY SCOUTS OF AMERICA (hereinafter "BSA" ) is 
an unincorporated association which is doing business in Harris 
County, Texas and is headquartered in this State, and which may be 
served with process by serving same upon its Chief Scout Executive or 
any other officer located at 1324 Walnut Hill Lane, Irving, Texas.

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^ would show that, as a matter of policy (and as was done in this case) 

said Defendants actively discourage parents of aggrieved scouts from 
complaining to the police or other public officials when allegations 
of sexual abuse or attempted sexual abuse by scoutmasters are lodged 
with them, thereby attempting to obstruct justice and preclude the 
effective disposition of such complaints, all to the irreparable harm 
of the Plaintif minor child and similarly situated minor children. 

VI. 

On or about May 7, 1985 r SCOTT was convicted in the 228th 
District Court of Harris County, Texas, of aggravated sexual assault 
against the Plaintiff minor child under Tex. Penal Code 522.021, anc j 
was sentenced to eighteen years in prison for such offense. 

VII. 

As a direct and proximate result of the Defendants' misconduct, 
the Plaintiff minor child has suffered and will continue to suffer 
( severe mental anguish and emotional distress to his damage in the 

amount of at least $250,000.00, for which he now sues. 

VIII. 

Based on the wanton, willful and outrageous nature of Defendant 
SCOTT* s misconduct, and the manner in which the Defendants BSA and 
BSA-Sam Houston Area Council aided or encouraged same or were grossly 
negligent in failing to protect the Plaintiff minor child against 
same, as pled above, such Plaintiff is additionally entitled to an 
award of exemplary damages against Defendants in the amount of at 
least $500,000.00, for which he also now sues. 

WHEREFORE, Plaintiffs request that Defendants be cited to appear 
and answer, and that on final trial Plaintiffs have: 

1. Judgment for the Plaintiff minor child against Defendants, 
jointly and severally,' for compensatory damages in the 
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amount of at least $250,000.00* 

2. Judgment for the Plaintiff minor child against Defendants, 
jointly and sever a lly , for exemplary damages in the amount 
of at least $500,000,00. 

3. A permanent injunction enjoining the BSA from continuing to 
maintain the policies and procedures complained ot herein 
which are to the detriment of the Plaintiff minor child and 
similarly situated minor children. 

4. Costs of suit. 

5. Such other and further relief to which the Plaintiff minor 
child may be justly entitled.
